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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. Claims 2 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Specifically, term "polymer substance having a length or a size larger than" is not clear 
because such term does not specify what is the size that such term is referring to. Is it particle or 
chain or molecule? 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



3. Claims 1-3,6-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Ichimura'416. 
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The applied prior art reference teaches that it is known in the art to make and use layered 
structures of the photonic crystal. See column 3,lines 1-15, column 4, lines 1-10, summary of 
the invention column 4, lines 45-67. The Ichimura'416 teaches that photonic crystals have their 
optical properties determined by the refractive index distribution fixed in space. To obtain three 
dimensional crystal the layered structure has to be made. It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to optimize size of the particles in 
different layers, since such would improve optical properties of the photonic crystal structure. 
Regarding claims 3, the applied reference teaches that particles have uniform size and are 
regularly arranged within the layer. 

Regarding claims 6-1 1, it would have been obvious to optimize the particle shape and size to 
improve optical properties since it is known in the art the such properties influence refractive 
index. 

Regarding claims 14-18 it would have been obvious to include protective films the layered 
structure and optimize composition of such laminate to obtain the desired properties.
